Add  The  Festival  Touch 

Great  Britain  is  now  officially  on  exhibition  to  the 
world.  Whatever  individual  opinions  about  the  advisa¬ 
bility  or  otherwise  of  the  Festival  have  been,  the  show 
is  now  on,  and  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  feels  that  it  is  expressing 
the  wishes  of  its  readers  in  wishing  “Success  to  the  Festival.” 

But  simply  to  wish  ^s  not  enough.  It  is  up  to  every  one 
of  us  to  do  something  towards  ensuring  that  success.  Im¬ 
portant  and  essential  though  the  exhibitions  and  other 
functions  are  in  creating  the  Festival  atmosphere  and  in  pro¬ 
viding  focal  points,  they  won’t  convince  foreign  visitors  that 
we  are  really  en  fete  if  the  rest  of  the  country  is  wearing  a 
glum  expression — if  it  looks  as  though  it  doesn’t  believe  in  the 
Festival. 

What  can  the  motor  trade  do  about  It?  Some  garage 
organisations  already  have  plans  in  hand  for  special  Festival 
celebrations.  But  we  feel  that  unless  the  majority  of  garages 
are  given  a  festive  touch,  motoring  visitors  will  experience 
Festival  “flat  spot”  when  they  get  away  from  the  exhibition 
grounds.  Remember  that  motoring  visitors — and  there  will  be 
many  thousands  of  them — will  come  into  contact  with  the 
motor  trade  more  than  with  most  other  trades. 

Nothing  very  elaborate  or  expensive  is  needed  to  give  the 
reassuring  Festival  touch.  The  main  requirement  is  that  the 
word  “Festival”  should  appear  somewhere  on  the  front  of  the 
premises  in  large  letters.  And,  of  course,  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  the  word  being  adopted,  or  even  adapted,  for  sales- 
promotion  purposes — for  instance,  in  a  notice  proclaiming  the 
benefits  of  the  “Wyse  Motor  Co.’s  Special  FESTIVAL  Car-Care 
Service,”  or  suggesting  “Let  us  FESTI-VALET  your  car.” 

The  ticket  writer  who  prints  the  notice  will  no  doubt  have 
ideas  on  how  to  decorate  it  with  the  Festival  motif  and  other 
emblems.  With  the  additional  help  of  flags  and  bunting, 
and  the  other  ideas  given  here  last  week,  it  should  be 
a  comparatively  simple  matter  to  give 
premises  the  Festival  touch  that  will  mean 
so  much  both  to  the  country  and  to  the 
garage  concerned.

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Accurate  Tracing  of 


Growing  problem 

FFICIENT  carburation  Is  rapidly 
becoming  a  great  problem  for  the 
vehicle  repairer  to-day,  a  situ¬ 
ation  forced  upon  him  by  the  ever- 
increasing  demands  of  the  public  for 
more  m.p.g.  His  task  is  not  simplified 
by  the  great  number  of  vehicles  on  the 
roads  which  should  have  been  pen¬ 
sioned  off  years  ago. 

A  typical  poser  is  that  of  the  new 
owner  of  a  20-year-old  car  who,  hav¬ 
ing  obtained  a  maker’s  manual,  dis¬ 
covers  that  the  vehicle  although  once 
capable  of  a  consumption  of  35  m.p.g. 
now  only  returns  25  m.p.g.  In  many 
cases  the  owner  then  decides  to  have 
a  complete  engine  overhaul  and  quite 
.naturally  expects  a  consumption  at 
least  as  good  as  when  the  vehicle  was 
new.  Very  often  there  is  disappoint¬ 
ment  on  both  sides,  resulting  in  con¬ 
siderable  expenditure  of  time  on  the

part  of  the  repairer  in  obtaining  satis¬ 
faction  for  his  customer. 

In  tackling  the  question  of  the  elus¬ 
ive  m.p.g.  there  are  so  many  factors 
to  be  considered.  For  example,  in¬ 
creased  mechanical  losses  due  to  fric¬ 
tion  in  the  transmission,  increased 
rolling  resistance  and  misalignment 
of  the  steering  and  chassis. 

As  for  the  engine,  subtle  changes 
created  by  reconditioning  may  com¬ 
pletely  alter  the  breathing  character¬ 
istic. 

In  quite  a  number  of  cases  the  car¬ 
buretter  will  prove  to  be  the  original, 
probably  having  survived  previous  en¬ 
gine  overhauls  plus  much  inexpert 
attention  to  the  instrument  itself.  The 
effects  of  wear,  together  with  the 
altered  breathing  characteristic,  will 
in  most  cases  result  in  a  discharge  of 
a  petrol-and-air  mixture  quite  un¬ 
suited  to  the  requirements  of  the 
engine. 

A  not  uncommon  complaint  with 


In  these  days  of  demands  for  more 
pointers  are  of 


an  overhauled  engine  is  poor  cold 
starting,  and  quite  often  this  is  attri¬ 
buted  to  an  undetected  ignition  fault. 
In  many  cases  this  opinion  is  formed 
when  severe  flooding  of  the  carburet¬ 
ter  and  manifold  takes  place  after 
prolonged  efforts  at  starting  the 
engine. 

When  ignition  is  in  correct  order, 
poor  starting  is  likely  to  be  caused 
by;— 

(A)  Weak  mixture. 

(B)  Rich  mixture. 

(A)  Imperfect  piston  ring  seal  may 
be  responsible  owing  to  the  engine  not 
having  run  sufficiently  to  enable  the 
piston  rings  to  lap  in  to  the  cylinder 
walls.  This  condition  will  produce 
subnormal  and  uneven  engine  com¬ 
pression  and,  conversely,  low  depres¬ 
sion.  Thus  when  the  engine  is  rotated 
by  the  electric  starter  or  starting 
handle,  air  velocity  in  the  inlet  mani¬ 
fold  is  not  sufficiently  high  to  sustain 
the  atomised  petrol  in  suspension. 
Therefore,  as  the  column  of  gas  makes 
its  way  to  the  cylinders  an  ever-grow¬ 
ing  percentage  of  petrol  is  being  lost, 
thus  giving  the  impression  that  the 
spark  is  not  sufficiently  intense  to  fire 
the  charge,  or  the  mixture  is  too  rich 

(B)  In  some  cases  due  to  a  changed 
engine  characteristic  “rich  mixture” 
does  apply,  especially  if  the  engine 
fires  a  few  times  and  then  shows  no 
further  signs  of  life. 

Possible  cure 

If  the  carburetter  is  a  type  which 
incorporates  a  cold-starting  device, 
then  a  cure  can  possibly  be  effected 
by  fitting  a  smaller  petrol  jet.  For 
weak  mixture  the  reverse  is  Indicated, 
and  this  particular  jet  should  be  in¬ 
creased  one  size. 

Satisfactory  slow  running  is  some- 
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times  most  difficult  to  obtain,  especi¬ 
ally  if  the  situation  is  complicated  by 
efforts  to  achieve  idling  reminiscent 
of  a  “grandfather  clock.”  Modem 
engines  are  not  designed  to  run  at  a 
slower  speed  than  450-500  r.p.m.  due 
to  lightness  of  the  reciprocating 
masses  and  valve  overlap.  Therefore, 
even  if  the  engine  and  carburetter  are 
not  subject  to  air  leakage,  too  fine 
an  adjustment  will  result  in  stalling 
or  lumpy  running. 

Poor  idling  from  the  carburation 
angle  may  be  due  to  one  principal 
fault  or  a  combination  of  several.  The 
most  common  causes  are:  (1)  wear  be¬ 
tween  the  throttle  butterfly  spindle 
and  bearings,  and  (2)  the  space  which 
develops  between  the  periphery  of  the 
butterfly  valve  and  throttle  chamber 
wall.  The  general  effect  of  this  condi¬ 
tion  is  to  move  the  critical  point  of 
depression  away  from  the  idling  dis¬ 
charge  orifice  and  nearer  to  the  efflux 
holes  of  the  main  spraying  assembly. 
The  results  of  this,  of  course,  need  no 
further  explanation. 

Mixture  control  screw 

Inability  to  alter  the  mixture 
strength  delivered  by  the  slow-run¬ 
ning  circuit  can  often  be  traced  to  the 
condition  of  the  components  control¬ 
ling  it.  The  volume  of  mixture  re¬ 
quired  to  enable  the  engine  to  idle 
satisfactorily  is  very  small.  It  is 
therefore  of  the  highest  importance 
that  the  tapered  face  on  the  mixture 
control  screw  registers  with  its  seating 
in  the  Idling  discharge  orifice.  Tight 
screwlng-ln  of  this  screw  must  there¬ 
fore  always  be  discouraged  and  any 
misalignment  corrected. 

Difficulty  in  starting  when  hot  is 
not  an  unknown  complaint.  With 
downdraught  carburation  systems  It  is 
brought  about  by  the  particular  con¬ 


ditions  which 
exist  when 
this  system  is 
employed.  T  o 
understand  the  complaint  the  reader 
must  realise  that  when  the  throttle 
is  suddenly  closed  the  velocity  of  the 
ingoing  charge  is  considerably  reduced 
and  the  atomised  petrol  starts  to  fall 
out  of  suspension  and  will  collect  on 
the  floor  of  the  manifold. 

Due  to  the  heat  of  the  manifold, 
vaporisation  immediately  takes  place 
and  the  whole  system  becomes  filled 
with  over-rich  mixture.  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  manifold  drain  pipe 
must  be  carefully  checked  for  block¬ 
age  where  persistent  starting  diffi¬ 
culty  is  experienced. 

Worn  needle  valve 

Another  quite  common  cause  of 
difficulty  in  starting  a  hot  engine  is 
that  produced  by  a  worn  needle  valve 
In  conjunction  with  a  too  high  petrol 
pump  pressure.  In  the  case  of  the 
needle  valve,  wear  inevitably  takes 
place,  for  petrol  is  a  poor  lubricant 
and  the  float  and  needle  valve  are 
under  constant  pressure. 

Even  if  the  valve  achieves  an  her¬ 
metic  seal  in  the  closed  position,  the 
stem  may  have  worn  so  much  that  the 
petrol  levels  in  all  circuits  are  raised 
appreciably.  Therefore,  if  this  unit  is

suspected,  a  good  plan  is  to  compare 
the  stems  of  a  new  and  the  used  valve 
when  both  are  in  the  closed  position. 

Another  not  uncommon  complaint  is 
a  flat  spot  which  intrudes  at  the 
transfer  period  between  the  pilot  and 
main  circuit  operation.  It  should  be 
clearly  remembered  that  this  com¬ 
plaint  falls  into  two  categories  and  is 
caused  by:  (a)  Weak  mixture,  or  (b) 
Rich  mixture  and  sometimes  an  igni¬ 
tion  fault. 

In  the  first  case  the  trouble  may  or 
may  not  be  caused  by  the  condition  or 
setting  of  the  carburetter,  for  there 
are  other  complicating  factors,  such 
as  poor  compression,  inlet  manifold 
air  leakage  and  sometimes  an  indivi¬ 
dual  or  changed  characteristic  of  the 
induction  tract,  and  air  leakage  be¬ 
tween  the  valve  stems  and  guides.

Produces  flat  spots 

It  is  not  proposed  to  deal  with  igni¬ 
tion  faults  in  this  article,  but  defects 
fuch  as  a  faulty  ignition  condenser 
and  coil  cannot  be  disregarded.  Any 
one  of  these,  or  a  set  of  sparking  plugs 
gapped  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  coil, 
will  produce  a  flat  spot. 

Reverting  to  the  carburetter,  if  the 
flat  spot  is  low  down  in  the  speed 
range  a  larger  pilot  jet  will  possibly 
iufflce  to  correct  matters.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  hesitation  is  more 
noticeable  later  in  the  transfer  period, 
a  larger  main  jet  will  be  required. 

With  the  larger  main  jet  fitted  the 


flat  spot  will  probably  disappear,  but 
it  must  be  emphasised  that  the  effect 
of  the  larger  jet  may  increase  petrol 
consumption,  due  to  the  greater  petrol 
flow  at  major  throttle  openings.  On 
certain  makes  of  carburetters,  this  de¬ 
velopment  can  be  nullified  by  means 
of  corrective  methods  incorporated  in 
the  spraying  assembly. 

It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  if 
the  carburetter  is  badly  worn  or  bears 
visible  signs  of  constant  disassembly, 
then  any  of  the  foregoing  measures 
can  only  be  considered  as  an  expedi¬ 
ent  and  the  solution  will  be  found  in 
a  replacement  carburetter. 

The  recommended  replacement 
mileage  is  25-30,000  miles  for  private 
cars,  but  under  certain  conditions  the 
carburetter  can  deteriorate  very  much 
earlier.  Carburetter  installation  is  a 
tob  which  sometimes  falls  into  in¬ 
expert  hands,  and  should  an  over¬ 
strong  throttle  return  spring  be  fitted 
Dr  the  linkage  be  connected  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  pull  is  at  the  in¬ 
correct  angle,  wear  will  rapidly  take 
place. 

One  final  word  on  a  cause  of  erratic 
Idling  and  flat  spots  not  previously 
covered.  The  carburetter  is  designed 
as  an  accurate  metering  device,  not 
as  a  support  for  air  cleaners  and 
silencers.  Great  care  should  there¬ 
fore  be  taken  when  refitting  the  car¬ 
buretter  to  insulate  the  instrument 
from  strain  and  vibration,  otherwise  a 
casting  fracture  may  result.

load  is  transferred  slightly  towards  the 
centre  of  the  vehicle,  and  not  to  the  rear 
as  has  previously  been  the  practice. 

Keeping  the  centre  of  gravity  forward  Is 
of  great  assistance  to  stability  and  is  a 
definite  step  forward  in  design.  The 
vehicle  must  not,  of  course,  tip  on  bad 
ground,  but  on  reasonable  hard  standing. 

In  spite  of  the  robustness  of  construction, 
the  complete  weight  of  tipping  gear,  body 
and  subframe  is  only  33  fwts.  A  special 
feature  is  the  provision  of  a  sturdy  stab¬ 
iliser  which  can  be  seen  at  the  rear. 

The  tipping  mechanism  Is  an  Edbro 
Model  3T  gear,  with  6-cylinder  swash  plate 
combined  pump  and  power  take-off  and 
fitted  with  special  triple  extension  rams  to 
give  the  very  high  lift  required.  The  lift¬ 
ing  capacity  is  five  tons,  and  the  speed  of 
tip  45  seconds. 

The  body  is  an  Edbro  Type  2  panelled 
sided  wooden  body  with  double  drop  sides 
and  detachable  centre  pillars.  The  floor  is 
sheet  metal  lined  and  a  cab  protection  ex¬ 
tension  front  is  fitted.  The  taildoor  is 
hinged  at  the  bottom,  and  when  opened  to 
the  horizontal  position  forms  a  chute  to 
enable  the  material  to  be  tipped  accurately 
into  a  receptacle  such  as  a  railway  wagon, 
hopper,  etc. 

The  aim  in  design  has  been  simplicity, 
ease  of  maintenance,  and  the  use  of  stan¬ 
dard  tipper  parts. 


Scissors  action 

Most  garages  have  customers 
with  problems:  but  Chester 
Engineering  ‘  Co.,  Ltd.,  City 
Road,  Chester,  had  one  with  an 
unusual  problem. 

This  was  for  a  vehicle  which  would  be 
capable  of  tipping  bulk  salt  directly  Into 
railway  wagons  without  the  assistance  of 
a  ramp  or  platform.  And  this  meant 
arranging  for  special  gear  which  would  lift 
the  body  so  high  that,  in  the  fully-tipped 
position,  the  under-lip  at  the  rear  of  the 
body  would  be  not  less  than  8ft.

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Two  War-Time  Acts  Repealed 

End  of  protection  from  difficulties  due  to  war 


H.-P.  repossession  clause  stays 

WO  Acts  of  Parliament  which 
have  helped— in  some  cases,  sub¬ 
stantially — business  people  in  re¬ 
cent  years  have  been  repealed.  They 
are  the  Liabilities  (War-Time  Adjust¬ 
ment  •  Act,  which  dates  from  July  1st, 
1941,  and  the  Courts  (Emergency 
Powers)  Act  of  1943. 

Both  measures  were  passed  to  assist 
and  relieve  traders  and  institutions 
who  found  themselves  in  one  sort  or 
another  of  an  awkward  comer,  and 
held  that  their  difficulties  were  attri¬ 
butable  to  war  conditions. 

Under  the  first-named  Act  the 
country  was  divided  into  areas  (much 
as  in  the  case  of  the  still-functioning 
Price  Regulation  Committees),  adjust¬ 
ment  officers  being  in  charge  to  advise 


and,  if  need  be,  actively  assist  with 
an  application  to  Court,  Individuals, 
firms  and  private  companies  (but  not 
public  limited  companies). 

The  other  measure,  the  Courts 
(Emergency  Powers)  Act,  laid  down 
the  principle  that  court  sanction  must 
be  obtained  before  anyone  could  exer¬ 
cise  a  series  of  rights — such  as  acting 
upon  an  order  as  regards  money 
owing,  applying  for  repossession  of 
goods  let  out  under  hire-purchase  in 
the  event  of  default,  taking  possession 
or  appointing  a  receiver  of  any  pro¬ 
perty,  and  the  like.  (The  reposses¬ 
sion  clause  of  the  Hire  Purchase  Act 
of  1938,  however,  still  applies.) 

Both  Acts  were  to  have  expired  last 
June,  but  were  given  a  further  short 
lease  of  life. — M.  H.

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has  a  basic  price  of  £205,  the  tax  will 
amount  to  something  over  £120, 
which  is  a  fantastic  figure.  This  is 
bound  to  operate  against  the  national 
interest,  and  for  two  reasons.  The 
miniature  three-wheeler  is  a  compara¬ 
tively  new  thing,  and  there  are  those 
who  believe  that  it  is  likely  to  provide 
one,  at  any  rate,  of  the  answers  to 
the  problem  of  producing  the  mini- 
mum-cost  conveyance.  That  may  well 
be  so,  and  the  development  is  clearly 
worth  pursuing.  Doubtless  unwit¬ 
tingly,  the  Chancellor  has  applied  a 
powerful  brake  to  it,  and  the  less  well- 
to-do  have  been  deprived  of  their 
opportunity  of  obtaining  still  more 
economical  transport.  That  is  a 
serious  matter,  and  it  is  a  pity  that 
Mr.  Gaitskell  does  not  share  the  be¬ 
lief  of  the  late  Mr.  Ernest  Bevin.  He 
declared,  if  you  remember,  that  he 
hoped  to  see  the  day  when  every  citi¬ 
zen  would  be  able  to  run  a  car  of  his 
own.  Additionally,  there  is  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  exports. 


Radio  service  aid 

IT  may  well  be  that  radio  will  be¬ 
come  part  of  the  usual  equipment 
of  the  most  progressive  service 
vans.  The  advantage  of  being  always 
able  to  contact  the  driver  when  he  is 
away  from  headquarters  is  enormous. 
Possibilities  of  saving  time  and  waste 
mileage  are  almost  endless,  and  City 
Motors,  of  Oxford,  who  have  had  a 
radio-controlled  van  in  use  for  some 
time,  tell  me  that  its  value  has  con¬ 
siderably  exceeded  expectations.  Of 
course,  radio  installations  cost  a  good 
deal,  but  they  appear  to  promise  satis¬ 
factory  dividends.  City  Motors  work 
in  conjunction  with  their  associated 
company,  Citax,  with  a  certain  saving 
of  expense,  while  naturally  the  hire 
firm  can  often  help  the  interests  of 
the  garage,  and  vice  versa.  Both  the 
police  and  the  patrols  of  the  motor¬ 
ing  organisations  are  allowed  the  free 
use  of  the  service  for  sending  messages 
relating  to  road  accidents. 


Need  for  championship 

SOMETHING  else,  too,  is  illustrated 
by  this  happening.  Efforts  no 
doubt  will  be  made  to  secure  a 
fair  deal  for  the  three-wheeler.  But 
at  present  that  cause  can  hardly 
muster  many  champions.  Lacking 
sufficiently  powerful  backing,  their 
protests  may  not  carry  the  necessary- 
weight.  And  there  you  touch  upon 
one  of  the  motor  industry’s  weak 
spots.  It  should  have  a  publicity- 
organisation  with  the  widest  terms  of 
reference;  as  things  are,  it  possesses 
no  effective  machinery  at  all  for  public 
relations.  The  ideal  office  would  be 
in  duty  bound  to  uphold  any  and  every 
motor-using  interest,  very  much  in¬ 
cluding  those  of  the  under-dogs  and 
nobody’s  babies.  It  would  work  for 
the  advancement  of  trade  and  the 
benefit  of  the  public— and  that  means, 
in  the  long  run,  for  Britain. 


Gaitskell  demonstrated 

Attention  must  be  called  to  a 
Budget  point  that  may  hardly 
have  been  noticed  by  some. 
Although  it  only  appears  to  concern 
a  minority,  its  implications  are  never¬ 
theless  of  importance  to  the  whole  in¬ 
dustry.  Purchase  tax  on  sidecar  out¬ 
fits  is  to  remain  at  the  33i  rate,  but 
is  to  be  doubled  for  three-wheelers. 
The  latter  are  built  of  similar  com¬ 
ponents,  and  may  be  less  powerful  and 
cheaper.  Clearly  they  should  be  taxed 
on  the  same  basis.  But  the  unfairness 
of  it  is  by  no  means  all.  The  effect 
will  be  to  handicap  three-wheeler 
development,  and  very  severely.  In 
the  case  of  the  Bond  Minicar.  which 
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recommend lnlg^  it  to  others. — Yours,  eitc.. 
Manager  Stores  Department." 

“P5. — My  staff  and  I  heartily  endorse  the 
sentiments  expressed  in  the  other  letter  on 
the  same  page! — ^M." 

One  cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  again 
and  again  the  importance  of  proper  store¬ 
keeping  and  accounting  in  our  trade.  Give 
the  storekeeper  the  position  he  deserves. 
With  spares  prices  increasing  as  they  are 
to-day,  more  and  more  responsibility  rests 
on  his  shoulders. 

Good  buying  ensures  good  profits,  and 
good  storekeeping  pre.serves  them.

Sir, — There  is  nothing  to  beat  the  “Motor 
Trade  Parliament”  each  week — there  is  sure 
to  be  a  letter  that  Jogs  the  memory  or  makes 
one  mutter  to  oneself,  “I’d  better  look  into 
that.” 

“Returnable  Emptleb”  is  an  old  bogy  and 
one  which  must  be  watched  constantly  or 
the  whole  gross  profit  in  a  deal  can  be  lost 
by  carelessness.  The  excellent  letter  by  J.  C. 
Lltterlck  in  your  issue  of  April  14th,  promp¬ 
ted  me  to  “blue  pencil”  it  and  send  it  to  our 
stores  staff. 

The  reply  is  as  follows,  with  a  jocular  post¬ 
script  referring  to  the  other  interesting 
letter  on  the  “Wages  of  Black-coated  Work¬

“On  receipt  of  your  request  I  checked  a 
completed  ‘Empties  Returns  Book’  which 
flates  from  November,  1950,  to  March,  1951, 
and  of  the  one  hundred  advice  notes,  found 
only  five  which  had  not  been  progressed  to 
■how  the  receipt  of  the  necessary  credit 
»ote. 

“On  further  investigation,  I  found  that  in 
four  cases  we  made  the  return  of  the  con¬ 
tainer  Ijefore  the  supplier’s  invoice  was  re¬ 
ceived  and  no  charge  had  been  made  to  us. 
’The  remaining  Instance  arose  through  the 
supplier’s  credit  note  being  endorsed  with 
the  wrong  returns  note  number,  and 
although  we  had  received  the  credit  note, 
our  advice  copy  had  not  been  progressed.

Recently  a  case  was  tried  at  the  Assizes  %■ 
in  which  a  motor-cyclist  claimed  damages 
for  himself  being  Injured,  and  his  machine 
bent  a  bit,  due  to  a  skid  on  the  road,  after 
a  herd  of  about  50  cows  had  passed  along 
the  road. 

The  matter  is  too  Rabelaisian  in  nature  to 
describe  in  detail,  but  no  doubt  even  the 
metropolitan  Members  of  the  House  can 
visualise  what  occurred,  as  it  used  to  occur 
50  years  ago  even  in  London. 

The  plaintiff  lost  the  day,  the  Judge  re¬ 
marking  that  the  farmer  lost  a  lot  of  valu- 
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his  cows  by  the  roadside !  Or  some  arrange¬ 
ment  on  his  trailers  so  that  mud  from  his 
fields  does  not  drop  on  the  King’s  highway. 
Or  Is  it  the  ratepayers’  by-way,  as  suggested 
by  your  contributor,  Mr.  “Transit,”  in  your 
April  21st  issue?

Similar  reforms  are  needed  to  re¬ 
lieve  present  and  prospective  owners  of 
pedestrian-controlled  machines. 


A  national  duty 

ON  a  recent  occasion,  an  associa¬ 
tion  of  agricultural  merchants 
held  their  annual  dinner.  The 
guest  of  the  evening  had  some  par¬ 
ticularly  interesting  remarks  to  make. 
According  to  the  published  report,  he 
told  his  audience  that  if  an  industri¬ 
alist,  whether  manufacturer,  producer, 
or  distributor,  finds  it  cheaper  and 
more  efficient  to  run  his  own  trans¬ 
port,  then  it  is  a  national  duty  for 
him  to  do  so. 

Who,  you  may  ask,  was  this  forthright 
visitor?  It  was  In  fact  none  other  than 
Lord  Lucas,  and  the  declaration  will  cer¬ 
tainly  be  applauded  by  the  Industry  In 
which  he  shaped  his  career. 

Another  of  his  observations  will  also  be 
welcomed.  In  the  same  speech  he  laid  It 
down  that  "until  transport  has  been  lifted 
out  of  the  cockpit  of  politics.  It  can  never 
play  the  part  In  the  national  economy  that 
It  should.”

Hauliers’  hopes 

The  R.H.A.  has  been  given  a  lead  by  the 
phalrman  of  Its  Eastern  area,  and  It  Is  ex¬ 
pected  that  his  proposal  for  a  five-point 
policy  will  be  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the 
national  council  towards  the  end  of  the 
month.  Pressing  of  the  hauliers’  case  to 
Parliament  and  the  public;  attracting  more 
traffic;  extending  Interworking;  further 
study  of  handling  and  movement  techniques, 
and  the  setting  up  of  a  new  public  relations 
organisation,  are  the  points  propounded. 

The  details  of  the  publicity  scheme  have 
yet  to  be  announced,  and  that  part  of  the 
plan  will  Interest  the  motor  industry. 

Commenting,  the  "Commercial  Motor” 
made  .some  particularly  sound  observations. 
The  editor  wrote:  “In  organisations  run  by 
committees,  there  Is  always  the  danger  that 
the  professional  advice  of  the  public-rela¬ 
tions  expert  will  be  overruled  by  amateurs 
who.  because  they  hold  the  purse-strings, 
are  able  to  appoint  themselves  as  Judges  In 
matters  with  which  they  are  not  competent 
to  deal.  .  .  .  The  responsibility  of  the 
policy-making  body  should  be  limited  to  the 
precise  definition  of  the  lines  of  approach 
to  be  followed;  thereafter  the  professionals 
should  take  charge."

One  of  the  brakes 

On  commonsense  grounds  It  Is  difficult  to 
see  why  pedestrian-controlled  trucks  should 
be  classed  as  motor  vehicles  when  they  are 
mechanically  propelled.  The  elaborate  con¬ 
trol  of  motor  traffic  was  Imposed  basically 
In  the  Interests  of  public  safety.  That  con¬ 
sideration  can  hardly  be  said  to  apply  to 
any  appliance  operated  at  walking  pace. 

Its  use  is  clearly  less  likely  to  give  rise 
to  danger  than  that  of,  for  Instance,  the 
pedal-driven  box  carrier,  which  Is  subject 
to  no  re.strlctlons  at  all.  Indeed,  it  would 
be  ea.sy  to  list  quite  a  number  of  things 
that  enjoy  the  full  freedom  of  the  roads, 
but  are  far  more  liable  to  cause  mishaps, 
to  say  nothing  of  inconvenience  to  the 
public. 

Owing  to  this  anomaly,  users  of  such 
equipment  are  put  to  unnecessary  trouble 
and  some  little  expense,  even  to  the  point 
of  employing  operators  who  are  licensed  to 
drive.  Those  who  have  not  passed  the  test 
must  display  “L”  plates,  and  the  formalities 
are  in  fact  the  same  as  those  involved  In

RAW  MATERIALS  DANOEROUSLY  L<>W 

When  he  told  the  House  of  Commons 
this  week  that  the  steel  industry’s  stocks 
of  raw  material  had  been  reduced  to  a 
dangerousQy  low  level,  Mr.  G.  B.  Strauss, 
Minister  of  Supply,  added:  “The  greatest 
ingenuity  on  the  part  of  manufacturers 
will  he  needed  to  overcome  the  shortiige 
•»f  steel.” 

Referring  to  a  report  on  the  situation  he 
had  received  from  the  Iron  and  Steel  Cor¬ 
poration,  Mr,  Strauss  said  that  during  the 
last  quarter  of  1950  the  iron  and  steel  in¬ 
dustry  had  reduced  their  stocks  of  Imported 
Iron  ore  by  327,000  tons,  pig  iron  by  20,000 
tons,  and  scrap  by  195.000  tons.  The  total 
was  equivalent  to  a  steel  ingot  production 
of  more  than  400,000  tons. 

Further  reductions  in  the  stocks  of  im¬ 
ported  iion  ore,  pig  iron  and  scrap,  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  steel  ingot  production  of  over 
500,000  tons,  were  made  by  the  Industry  in 
the  hrst  quarter  of  this  year. 

During  the  la.st  six  months  the  industry 
had,  therefore,  used  up  about  1,000,000  tons 
of  their  stocks  of  steel-making  raw  mat¬ 
erials. 

This  sotirce  of  supply  would  not  be  avail¬ 
able  for  the  rest  of  the  year  as  stocks  were 
too  low.  Indeed,  some  furnaces  had  already 
had  to  be  closed  or  damped  down. 

Imports  of  scrap,  mainly  from  Germany, 
totalled  over  1,900,000  tons  In  1960,  but 
alth>ugh  the  Government  were  doing  their 
best  to  obtain  maximum  supplies  from 
OeoTnany.  there  was  no  prospect  of  attain¬ 
ing  anything  like  that  figure  this  year. 

Against  this  there  was  hope  for  some  slight 
improvement  in  the  imports  of  iron  ore 
wihlch  had  been  reduced  in  the  last  six 
months  by  shipping  difficulties,  and  some 
small  rise  in  the  imports  of  i>ig  iron. 

There  should  also  be  some  greater  use  "of 
home  ore  which,  however,  because  of  its 
lower  iron  content,  reduced  output  for  blast 
furnaces.  It  was  also  expected  that  under 
the  present  campaign  there  would  be  an 
increase  In  home  scrap  supplies.

Subsequently,  another  dealer  in  Peter¬ 
sham.  Surrey,  received  a  telephone  call 
purporting  to  come  from  the  association’s 
headquarters.  67,  Park  Lane,  W.l,  and  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  recent  purchase  by  this  dealer 
of  a  Humber  Hawk. 

The  caller  claimed  that  the  association 
were  compiling  a  list  of  cars  bought  and 
sold,  asked  if  the  car  was  ex-covenant,  and 
endeavoured  to  ascertain  the  price  at  which 
the  transaction  was  made. 

The  association  point  out  that  this  looks 
like  a  clumsy  attempt  by  a  black  market 
dealer  to  obtain  price  information  on  a  par¬ 
ticular  vehicle. 

Any  dealer  approached  by  an  alleged 
B.M.T.A.  representative  should  ask  for  proof 
of  his  authority,  and,  if  there  is  any  doubt, 
should  contact  the  association  at  once.

British  Motor  Trade  Association  in  their 
current  “News  Letter”  draw  attention  to 
the  fact  that  cars  delivered  from  the  manu¬ 
facturers’  export  quota  under  the  “Home 
Delivery  Scheme"  are  only  delivered  on  a 
definite  undertaking  that  such  cars  will  be 
permanently  removed  from  the  United 
Kingdom  within  a  specified  time. 

Only  in  the  most  exceptional  olrcmn- 
stances  may  such  cars  be  retained  In  this 
country  by  their  owners,  or  sold  under  con¬ 
sent. 

The  a.ssoclatlon  point  out  that  the  reten¬ 
tion  or  sale  of  such  vehicles  Is  not  only 
detrimental  to  the  manufacturers'  export 
business,  but  in  most  cases  the  question  of 
transfer  of  currency  involving  the  Treasury 
arises.  Therefore  before  any  such  consent 
can  be  given,  each  ca.se  must  be  represented 
Mo  the  Treasury. 

Should  any  dealer  be  asked  for  advice  on 
the  question  of  consent  on  the  disposal  or 
retention  In  the  United  Kingdom  of  cars 
supplied  from  the  manufacturers'  export 
quota,  he  should  advise  the  owner  that 
such  an  application  must  almost  Invariably 
oe  refu.sed.

TO  ROVER  FOR  GAS-Tl  RHINE  CAR 

Presentation  of  the  Dewiir  Trophy  to  the 
Rover  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  their  development  of 
the  gas-turbine  car  took  place  at  the  Royal 
Automobile  Club.  London. 

In  accepting  the  trophy  on  behalf  of  his 
company.  Managing  Director  S.  B.  Wlllcs 
reaffirmed  his  belief  that  In  time  the  gas 
turbine  would  replace  the  piston  engine  for 
cars,  except  In  those  of  the  smaller  sizes. 

He  considered  that  the  gas-turbine  was 
a  more  pleasant  engine  for  the  driver  to 
control,  as  It  provided  .smooth  acceleration 
from  u  standing  start  to  maximum  speed 
without  gear  changing.  There  was,  how¬ 
ever.  the  problem  of  heavy  fuel  consump¬ 
tion  yet  to  be  overcome. 

The  time  required  for  technical  develop¬ 
ment  was  subject  to  such  factors  as  the 
national  economic  conditions,  but  he  still 
stood  by  his  original  estimate  of  four  to  five 
years  beTore  the  gas  turbine  could  berntme 
a  commercial  proposition.
